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INTRODUCTION. 



RULES FOR CONSTRUING, &c. 

Language is the medium by which men convey their ideas, wishes, com- 
mands, <&c. to each other. It consists of sentences : sentences of words ; 
words of syllables ; and syllables of letters. Words, then, are considered 
by grammarians as forming what are termed parts of speech. Of these, 
some are declinable, — that is, they admit of certain inflections, termina- 
tions, <fec., by which the signifiqition is considerably modified or altered : 
others admit of little or no variation, and are therefore named indeclin- 
able. The parts of speech in the Latin language are eight ; of which, 
four are declinable, four indeclinable. 

Declinable, - Indeclinable, 

Noun, Adverb,* 

Pronoun, Preposition, 

Verb, Conjunction, 

Participle. Inteijection. 

The construction of a language is the arrangement of the words, with 
the proper inflections of those which are declinable, so as to convey the 
meaning of the speaker to the hearer. The arrangement and inflection of 
words in every language is regulated by rules or principles, named the 
grammar of such language, and which therefore has been defined <' the 
art of speaking and writing a language correctly.'' It consists of four 
parts : Orthography, which is the proper selection and arrangement of let- 
ters, so as to form syllables or words ; Prosody, the giving to syllables their 
due sound or intonation, and quantity; Etymology, which teaches the 
derivation of words from their primitives and radicals, and also the inflec- 
tions of which they are capable ; lastly. Syntax, which comprises the rules 
for the government of words, by which their mutual relations and depen- 
dencies are shewn or inferred* 

A word is the expression of an idea, or, as defined by Locke, *' the sen- 
sible sign of the idea of the speaker. '^ However, we have not a separate 
and distinct word for every idea. This would render language so exten- 
sive as to be not only burtbensorae, but absolutely useless : there are, 
therefore, certain primitive or radical significations attached to certain 
words ; but these words are also used to express other ideas, — deductions, 
as it were, from the original. Hence the significations of words may be 
reduced to three heads : the primary or radical, the elliptical, and the meta- 
phorical. The varied significations will probably be illustrated by the 
great variety of meanings conveyed by the Latin word ratio; which is 
U8ed to denote the operation of the reasoning faculty, — to denote the cause, 
the manner, instrument, <fec., the state, condition, and a great variety of

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others^ which will readily appear in the Tarious applications of it in this 
work. 

Sentences may be considered of two kinds : 1st, simple ; 2d, compound. 
A simple sentence is that which contains one simple proposition, whether 
affirmative, negative, or descriptive : it must, therefore, contain a nomina- 
tive case and a verb, at least. A compound sentence is that which con- 
tains several, and they are called clauses, which are united by what are 
termed couples. Couples are of four kinds: 1. the relative qui; 2. cer- 
tain comparative words, — tantus, quantus, talis, quails, tam, quam, <fec. ; 
3. indefinites ; 4. conjunctions. The art of construing them consists in 
so arranging the different clauses of a sentence, and the words of each 
clause, as that they shall express and convey the meaning of the author in 
equivalent terms and parallel modes of expression : for this purpose, the 
following rules will be found serviceable. 

Rule i. ** In every sentence, first seek the nominative case, which, 
ynih its eidjwoiCtSf adjectives, participles, <&c., if there be any, should be 
construed first ; next take the verb ; then the word governed by the verb ; 
lastly, the prepositions, followed by the words which they govern." 

Paragraph 9 illustrates this rule : in which functiones, the nominative, is 
taken first, and the verb vocantur immediately after. Par. 6 illustrates the 
taking nominative machina, with its adjuncts, animalis, <&c. (for whether 
the adjunct precede or follow its substantive depends upon circumstances, 
to be explained hereafter,) is taken before the verb defitUt. A similar 
illustration is also to be found in the beginning of the next paragraph, 7. 

In par. 1, we see the nominative ctnpas, with its adjuncts, humanum 
wA fahricatum, taken first \ then follows the verb fungitur; after which 
we take muneribus, preceded by its adjuncts, muiiis and miris, because it is 
governed by the verb. The next clause, quorum alia pertinent ad eoetemas 
res, shews the nominative, followed by the verb ; to which succeed the 
preposition ad, and the words governed by it. 

Rule ii. '^ When a noun governs another word in the genitive, gene- 
rally the genitive is construed immediately after the word which governs 
it."

Rule t. ** But, if the adjective or participle govern a word, or have an 
immediate relation to some other word, then the ac^ective or participle 
must be construed after its substantive. This rule also applies when the

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Rule vii. ** If two adjectiTes or two participles ag^ree with the same 
substantive, they must be talcen either both before or both after their sub- 
stantive : not the one before and the other after." 

Thus, in par. 8, Gregory, ptOrescentes and corrupti are both taken be- 
fore their substantive At^Tnor^f; and, in 10, vitalibus and naturalibus before 
functionibtes ; also, omne and humanumy in the same paragraph, are taken 
both before ingenium : in which examples, it will be seen that the adjec- 
tives could not properly be separated by placing the substantives between 
them. But a substantive may be placed between an adjective and partici- 
ple, both agreeing with it, as, Humanum corpus fabriccUum ; in which, 
corpusy the substantive, is placed between humanum, its adjective, and 
fabricatum, its participle, because /a^'co^m governs arte dhindt as the 
means, <fec., and therefore the relation is too immediate to admit of 
separation. 

Rule viit. ** The relative, with its clause, should be construed as soon 
as possible after its antecedent. '^

Rule ix. ** Certain adverbs and conjunctions are to be construed be- 
fore the nominative case and verb ; that is to say, they are to be construed 
first in flieir own clause : likewise the relative and the interrogatives, quis, 
quantus, gutcunque, and such like, with their accompaniments, whatever 
case they may be in."

Rule x. "In interrogative sentences, construe the nominative case 
(unless the interrogation be made by one of the interrogatives, quis, qua, 
quid, quod, quotus, quantus, uter, <fec., with their adjuncts,) after the 
verb, or between the English verb and the auxiliary,* putting the auxiliary 
first." 

We have examples of this rule in Celsas. Cur enim potius aliquia 
Hippocrati credat quam Herophilo : For tf^y should any one believe. Cur 
huic potius quam Asclepiadi. 

The interrogatives, quis, quantus, quotus, <&c. are to be construed, by 
Rule v., before the verb.

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Rule XI. " After the verb awnny a verb passive or neater, a nominative 
is sometimes supplied or repeated.

Observe that, in most of the foregoing examples, the prepositions, with 
the words governed by them, follow some finite verb ;* but, if the verb be 
passive, or even in other cases, the preposition, witlr its adjuncts, may be 
construed jBrst, as, Ad alterum genus referuntur : To the one kind are 
referred, <fec. 

The last example, P. 263, is one of a preposition, instar, governing 
electri in the genitive. 

Rule xiv. ** The governed word should be construed after, generally 
immediately after, the word which governs it, (except the words specified 
in Rule ix., and which must follow prepositions). Infinitives, governed of 
finite verbs, should be rendered &s soon after the finite verb as possible.'

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Rule xv. ** When in a sentence there u no finite mood, bat that the 
verb is in the infinitive mood, the nominative being either expressed or 
understood, the infinitive is to be construed as the indicative or some other 
finite moody the nominative being construed in its proper place." 

There is but little exemplification of this Rule. The occasions are 
confined principally to the poets and historians, who, in fact, would elevate 
their descriptions to the sublimity and rapidity of the actions they describe, 
by the use of infinitives, in preference to finite moods. The only instance 
is in Gregory's quotation from Ovid :

which is put for videhant. There are, however, many instances in poets, 
and in Stdlust.

The imperfect tense appears te be the proper tense for such infinitives ; 
but our language often prefers the present. 

KuLE XVI. <' When an infinitive mood has an accusative case before it, 
and which is not governed by any other word, such accusative, with its 
adjuncts, is to be translated as a nominative ; the £nglish for ut or quod 
to be supplied, and precede the nominative, and the verb rendered finitely, 
as if in the subjunctive mood." 

This construction is very frequent, especially in Celsus, for it was 
considered an elegant mode of expression. It is particularly suitable to 
the recital of the assertions made by others ; hence it occurs in almost 
every page of the Preface to the first book of Celsus.

It will be observed that this infinitive^ like the subjunctive with quod or 
ut, for which it is an elegant substitutej and by which it may be resolved, 
depends upon some other verb, expressed, implied, or understood. In 
many of the examples the verb is expressed,— for instance, credunt, pro* 
ponunt, feruntt Sfc. In some it is implied or understood, as in Neque 
esse dtibium, Neque interesse. In the last, any of the verbs may be sup- 
plied, as contendunt, and the construction resolved by the subjunctive with 
piod or let, — as contendunt quod neque dubium sit : — quod neque inter sit, <fec. 
This Preface always proves a source of difficulty and perplexity to the 
student; but -these may be readily surmounted, by recollecting that the 
statements are not jtbose of Celsus himself, but of the different sects, whose 
arguments he is merely setting forth. Therefore, by practising the re- 
solving these constructions by quod or ut, the student will soon become 
acquainted with their nature and import. 

The student should attentively observe that the times of this Infinitive 
depend upon and vary with the times of the anteceding finite verb : for 
instance, haec esse necessaria proponunt, and proposuerunt, infer very 
different times of esse. In the first example the time of esse is present, 
as, they assert that the following are necessary : in the second esse is 
past, as, they asserted that the following were necessary. l\\ pur. 1^0, 
qaosy?^ et necessarios esse contendebant, the reader will find on referring 
to the translation, that fieri and esse are put in the past, in consequence 
of the time of contendebant ; and the same applies also to inesse, moveri, 
and possidere, depending entirely for their time upon that of the anteceding 
verb fingebant. The reader will observe similar examples in the infinitives 
in the next par. 121. 

Rule xyii. ** Words in the same case by apposition are to be con- 
strued, as nearly as possible, together." 

Words are said to be in apposition when they denote the same thing ; 
for instance —

In all these examples, the first word is governed by a special role of 
syntax, but the other words are placed in the same case by apposition : 
thus ducem is governed in the accusative by the deponent participle secuti, 
and Agamemnonem is placed in the same case, by apposition as it is called. 
The construction, however. Is probably elliptical, and may be supplied by 
the obsolete particle ens. 

Rule xviii. ** All correspondent words must be construed as near to 
one another as possible.'* 

The words comprehended under this rule 9Lt&,^~taliS'qualis, ita-ut, 
eo-quod, usque-ad, eo-usque, prius-quam, potius-quam, secus-ac, perinde, 
ac, adeO'Ut, Sfc, 

Although such words may, in the Latin arrangement, be placed far apart 
from each other, yet in construing they should be brought together, or as 
nearly so as possible.

It is unnecessary to multiply examples ; they will be frequently met with 
in the text, and a reference to the interlineary part will show how they are 
to be associated. 

Rule xix. " Generally construe every word in any clause entered upon 
after the nominative case, before proceeding to another clause ; beginning 
each clause, as you pass from one to another, with the nominative case ; 
then the verb and words governed by it, if such there be ; and finish agree- 
ably to the instructions in Rule i." 

By clause is to be understood the several portions of a sentenc*^ contained 
between stops. The termination of a sentence is marked by the full stop, 
or period (.>; or, in other words, sentences are .always included between 
periods, and the clauses are the intermediate portions. When, therefore, 
you commence a clause, always finish it before you proceed to another. 
Examples are unnecessary; the reader is referred to the translation.

The student must be careful to distinguiish the gerund from the participle 
in dus, for the former is active in its signification, and governs the same 
case as the verb from ^ich it comes, whereas the latter is passive, and 
requires an ablative of the agent or doer. For instance, Huic tempus 
aliquod servandum curationi corporis sui est, he must allot some time ; for 
tempus is the accusative, governed by servandum, and therefore cannot be 
rendered passively, — some time is to be allotted, an error into which students 
are apt to betray tiiemselves. 

On the other hand we must be equally careful not to make a gerund 
of the neuter participle in dus, as— Alternis diebus modo aqua modo 
viman bibendum est, (Cel. lib. i. c. 10.) ; in which bibendum is evidently 
passive, although vinum might be either the nominative to bibendum 
or the accusative governed of it. But, were the latter the true con- 
struction, we should have had it aquam in the accusative, instead of aqua 
in the nominative, as in the present instance. Therefore, it is evident that 
bibendum is the neuter of the participle passive bibendus, agreeing in gender. 
Dumber, and case, with vinum, the nearest substantive. 

The gerund in di is governed by substantives and adjectives ; such are 
amor, causa, ratio, facultas, locus, &c.

When the reader meets with such expressions fis— facile incitandi ; 
facile distinguendum ; difficillime delendi, baud ita. facile imitanda, <fec. — 
he is not to suppose the rule violated ; for facile, difficillime, <fec. are in 
these constructions adverbs, and must not be rendered as adjectives. 

It often occurs that there is no nominative, or that a whole clause, 
sentence, or an infinitive mood, may be the nominative to a finite verb, and 
in such cases the acyective is in the neuter gender, and the verb in the 
third person :

The subjunctive with ut may often be rendered infinitively : — medici cura 
esse debet ut morbum mutet» to change.

The participle of the future in rus admits of various modes of rendering ; 
it denotes futurity, but not so much positive as contingent futurity. It is 
frequently best rendered infinitively, examples of which will be found in 
the translation. 

Oportet, with the succeeding verb in the subjunctive ut being suppressed, 
may be rendered by must, as oportet Jiat, it must be done. 

Certain adverbs of place, of time, and of circumstance, govern a genitive, 
as ibi loci, in that place ; tunc temporis, at that time ; quae ut animo pra- 
cipue omnium, especially of all things. 

And now a word upon the subject of this translation. 

There are many who condemn translations in toto, as mere incentives 
to idleness and ignoraiice ; but I think this is arguing against the utility 
from the abuse, rather than the legitimate use of the subjects. A tutor or 
preceptor might as well be condemned, for the idle will never profit by their 
own exertions. A traVtslation properly executed, is, in my opinion, calcu- 
lated rather to assist the industrious, while it is difficult to conceive how 
it can make the idle what they previously were. 

I have made it as literal as possible, while at the same time I have 
endeavoured not only to arrange the words conformably with the rules of 
translation, but at the same time so as to admit of purity of expression. The 
rules of construing may not be observed on every occasion, but the cause of 
deviation, where it occurs, will readily appear. Such as it is, however, 1 
now offer it to those for whose advantage it was first undertaken, and I 
hO|)e it will serve, in some degree at least, to lessen their difficulties.
